For at that time it was the Land of the Iewes : and chat Land he 
chooſe before all other Lands, as che moſt worthy part of all the 
World.

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Alkaron, and they ſap that Abra ham aud Mofes were greatly 
in favour with God, foz they ſpabe with him; and Mahomec 
was a true Peſſenger of God: and ſhey have many god Arti: 
cles of our Faith, and ſome under ſtano fhe Scriptures, V20- 
phets, Goſpels, ans the Bible, foz fþey have them written 
tn fþefr Language. In their manner we know Holy Writ, 
but they underſtand it but after the Letter, ano ſo do ſhe 
Jewes , foz they under ſtand it not Spiritualip, but after 
che ir letter: and fyerefoze ſaith ©. Paul, Litera occidir,Spi- 
ritus autem vivifi cat, ſhat is, the Letter killech, but ſhe Spirit 
quickneth. The Sariſins likewiſe ſay, that the Jewes are 
wicked, foz ſbey keep not the Law of Moſes which har gave 
them: aud alſo Chziſtians are evill , fox ſhey kep not the 
Commandements of fþe Goſpel, that Jeſus Chzift ſent unto 


them. 
And farfher,J ſhall tell pon what the Sculdan told me ux on 
a day in his Chamber, ſhutfing out all other men, as Lo2ds, 
Binghts, and ofhers, foz be weuld ſpeak with me in counſell ; 
and then he asked me how Chziſtians governed themſelves 
M our Countrep: J anſwered him and ſaid, Right well, 
fbankes be to God: but heſatdſecretly, nay, foz he ſc id fat 
our Pi teſts made no fozce of Gods Sei bice : fe ſhep ſhould 
give god eximple to men to do well, and fhep give ill example, 
and therefoze when the people ſhould go on the Holy dapes to 
Church to ſerve God,they go to fhe Taverne to fin in gluttony 
both dap and night, eating ans dꝛinkin g as beaffs that wot not 
when they have enough · Me ſaid alſo, fhat fhere was much 
contcncton among Ch2iffians, and one would defraud anofycr, 
and thep wereſo pʒoud that ſhep wiſt not how to cloath them: 
now ſhort,now long,now ſtratt, now wide, ans of ati faſhtons : 
whereas they ſhould be humble and mak , giving thitr Alms 
as Jeſus Chztlt did, in whom ſbep beleeve. Me ſaid alſo that 
fyey were (o cobetous , that foz a litt'e money they would 
fe}{ their Children, StZers, a Wives, one man taking 
anether maus Wife , and no man keeping his pꝛomiſe: 
Therefoze ſaid he, fo2 fheir fins hath God given fheſe Lands 
to our hands, and not th2orgh our ſtrength , but ali fo your 
ſins. Foꝛ we know certainly, while pe truly ſerve God, 
te will help pou, ſo that no man thal win of you, if that pe ſerve 
God as pe ought to do: but HO pe live ſo ſintullp as pe 
— dee, 
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doe, we have no dzead of pou, foz God will not P0:t- 
And then J asked him how he knew the ffate of Ch in 
wat manner: and be ſaid hat he knew? well the ſtate both 
of Lozvs and of Commons, by his Meſſengers which hee ſent 
thzough all the Countreys as it were Perchants, with pꝛe⸗ 
cious Stones and other merchandize, to know the manner of 
eberp Countrep. And fþen he did call again an he KLozds 
into his Chamber to as, and then ſbewed he unto me thzee per- 
ſons that were great L oꝛds of fhat Countrey, who ſhewed 
unto met the manner of mp Countrep , aud of afl Chai- 
ſtendom, as though ts had been men bon in the ſame parts, 
aud tyep ſpake French right well, am the Soldan alſo: ano 
wen J had great marvell of this f{:nder of our Faith; and 
ſs thep that ſhould be turned by our good cramples to the 
Faith of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, they are dzawn aw y though our evil 
living, and thert fe it is no wonder if that they call us ebill, foʒ 
they lay truth; but ſhe Saraſins are true, ſm ſhep kæp tru⸗ 
ly the Commandments of the ir Alkaron.

Nen Abdal and Hemna, and thep were but pooz folk; 

m he was firſt a poop dzudge and kept hozſe : 
and afterward he followed Perchandize. 

And the Sarcaſrns ſay he came into Egypt with Perchan: 
dize, and Egypt was we ſame time Chziſtened,and there wag 
a Chappell beſide Araby, aud ſhere was an er mit, aud when 
be came fo the Chappel that was but a little low Houſe , as 
ſon as he entred, it began to be as great as it were a Palace 
Gate, and bat was the firſt Miracle that the Saraſins cap 
he did in his pouth. After began Mahomet to be wiſe and 
rich, and became a great Aſtrenomer , and ſince was the 
Keeper of the Land foz the Pꝛince of Coraſan , aud go- 
berncd it full well, in ſuch manner that when the Pꝛzince was 
dead, he marrpcd the Lady named Quadiga. And Mahomet 
fell often into the falling E vill: wherfoze che Lady was 1 * 
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fbat ſhe had taken him to be her Husb ind: and he made her be⸗ 
ler be fhat eber p time hce feli ſo, the Angel Gabriel ſpake fo 
him, andfoz the bztghcaeTle of che Angel he fell down. This 
Mahomet reigned tn Are by, tn the pear of our L oꝛd ſix h':n- 
dꝛed and twenty: hee was of the kindzed of Iſmael fhat was 
Abrahams Son, whom be begat on Agar: the other are called 
Saraiins of Sara: but ſome are called Moabites, and ſome 
Ammonits after Lots two Sons. And pe ſhall under ſt mo 
bat he Turks, Arabins, aud Perſi ms doe pꝛofeſſe the Al- 
karon, but they varp one from another in many matters. 
This Mahomet loved well a gad man an Hermit, ſhat dwelt 
tn we Mildernelle, a mile fcom Mount Stnai, in fbe way ag 
men goe from Arabp to Chalde, a dapes iournep . n de 
Sea whence Perchants of Ucnice come: and Mahomer went 
ol ten to this Hermit, foz he heard gladly fbe Hermit pzead, 
but hls men were diſpleaſed at it, foz they travelled ſom time 
ali night, wherefoze they wiſhed ſhe Her mit dead. So it vefeil 
on a night , that Mahomer was foze dzunken with Frong 
wine , lo [ha be fell allep , then his men tok his ſwoꝛd 
out of his ſheath whiles her lip and ſlept, and therewtth they 
flew the Hermit, and when they had done, they put up the 
(md agitne all bloudp , and upon the Pozrow when that 
bee found the Permic thus de d, de was bery angrp in his 
minde, and right wz2oih , aud would have put his men unto 
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death, but tbep all with one acco2d, and with one conſcnfſatd, 
tvat he himſelf had lain him, when he was dꝛunken, and they 
ſhewed him his own Swozd ali bloody, end thin be belcevea 
— 1 ald truth, aud curſed the Mine, and ali theſe that 


dzenk it. And therefoze Seraſins fpat are devout, dz ink no 
Winc openly, left fþcy ſhould be i epꝛobed, but thep dꝛink gov 
Beverage, [weet aud nonriſhing, that is made of Calamels, 
mo tyercof is Sugar made, 

And it befell ſometime chat Chaiſfians became Saraſins, 
ctthcr ib2ough poverty, ſimpleneſſe, oz wickedneſſe, and fhere- 
foze their Arcibiſhop when bc receibed them ſaid fhug : Laelles 
ella Mahomct roſes ella; fhat is to ſap, there is no God but 
one, and Mahcmet is his Peſſenger. And ſer ing J have told 
poi a par t of heir Law aww be ir Cuſtoms: Row I ſhall tell 
vou of cht ir Letters with their Names, 

Firſt, they have m a almoy, b bethat, t cathi, d delphy, 
e cthoti, f thy, ggatcphin, h hecum, i jiochi, R kathi, 
lothum, m malach, n hahalht, o oithy, p thoziri, q zothii, 
r rucholat, ſ chot imus, t lalathy, b ytichon, x mazot, 3 zale- 

phin, & johetcncon; thcle are the names, our letters habe 
thep pet moze fo diberſity of their A anguage, fozaſmiich as 
fpep ſpcak ſo in thcir boats, as we have in our Language, 
aud ſpiech in Tnglauw.

; ſpoken of: ob well J (peek of Trange beaſts, 
2 of dibers Þ cople,C onntreys and Ales chat are 
pat fed by ſht Lifbers which run chozeugh Paradiſe terrcſire, 
Foz Peſopotamia am the Kingdom of Chaide am 1 2 
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betw&@n two Rivers > Tigris and Euphzates; and fhe King» 
dome ol Media, and Perſta are between two Ribers, Tigris, 
aud Indus: aud the Kingdom of Sury , Paleſtine aud Fe- 
mines , are between ECuph2ites and the Pediterranian Sea. 
At is of length from Mozoch on the Sea of Spaine, untothe 
great Sea, aud ſo it laſfeſh beyond Conſtantinople tba hun- 
dꝛed and twenty miles of Lumbardp, aud to fhe Ocean Sea. 
In Inde is the Kingdome of Sichem, which is all cloſed a⸗ 
mong Hills, ano beſide Sichem, is the Land of Amazony, 
wherein dwell none but women. | 


And fyere by is ſhe Kingdome of Albany , which is a great 
Lind 2: and it is ſo called becauſe that men are moge white 
chere than in other places. Jn this Countrey are great Bounds 
and ffrong, ſo that they overcome Lyons, and ſlap them. .

will ſpeak moze plainly afterward. 
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CHAP..XLVIII. 


Of the Haven of Gene, for to go by Sea into 
divers Countreys. 


Ob be ſhat will go to Tartarp, Perſia, Chalde 
3 FS oz Inde, be tak th ſhip at Gene, oz at Venice, oz 
Me 1 at any other Maben, and ſo be paſſeth by the 
1. Sea, and arrivefh, at Topaſond, that is a good ' 
City, that ſometime was called the. Haben of 
Diga, and there by is fþe Haben of Per: 
ſia, of Media, and of ofber Parches. Jn thts City ſpeſb 
Saint Athanaſius hat was Biſhop of Alcxmdzia, aus made 
dye Pſalm Quicunque vult. 

This man was a great Doctoz of Dibinip, and of fþe 
God-head: he was accuſed unto the Pore of Rome, that he 
was au Heretick, and the Pope ſent foz him, ano put him in 
Pꝛiſon, am while he was in fhat Pziſon he made this Pſalm, 
- andſent it unto fhe Pope,and ſaid if chat he were an Herr tick, 

wen was chat Yereſte, m that was his Faith and his Beli f: 
and when the Pope ſaw that what he had ſatd fherem , was 
all our Faifh, he anon delivered him out of Paiſon, and com: 
manded fhat Pſalm to be ſaid every dap at the beginning of 
Service, and ſo he held Ari.202fius foz a goed Chziftian : hut be 
would never after go to his Biſhopꝛick, becauſe fhcp accuſed 
him of Hereſte. Topal ond was ſometime holden of the Em- 
perour of Conſtantinople, bit a great man that he ſent to help 
be Countrey agamſt the Lurks, did hold it to himſcife, ano 
called himſelf Emperour of Topaſond. 

And from thence men go th29ugi; little Armony, and in fhat 
Countrep is an old Caſtle that is on a Rock, that men tail tye 
Caſtle of Cppzes, there —_ ſay men finde an Hawk ſitting 
upon a Perch right weil made, ano a fair Lady of Fairy 
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that kepefb it, ano he fþat wilt watch the ſame Bawk ſeven 
dapes and ſeven nights, (ſome ſay that it is but thꝛee dapes and 
th2cenights,)alone without any companp, aud without f&p : 
thts fait Lady will come untohim at fhe ſeven, oz at the thzce 
dapes end, aud ſhall grant unto him the firft thing that 1

hall sek of wozldly fhings , and fhat hafh ol ten ben p2obed, 
ſhe folkſap : So upon a time it befell that a man who at ſhat 
time was Ring of Armonp, bat was a right doughty man, 
watched upon a time and at the ſeben dayes end, fhe Lady 
came to him and bade him ask what he would: Foz be had well 
done his duty: and the Bing anſwered and laid, that he was a 
great Lozd, ano in god peace, aud was rich, ſo that he would 
ack nothing but the continuall lobe of che faire Ladp, v2 to 
habe his will ol her. Then thts faire Lady anſwered and ſaid 
unto him, that he was a foole, foz hee wiſt not what hee asked, 
neither might hee have her: but hee ſhould have asked ol her, 
enp wozdly thing , fon ſhee was not wozldlp. Then che King 
ſaid hee would no:1ght elſe + and ſhee ſald, fith bee would ask 
uought elſe , ſhee would grant him and all that came after 
him fh2ce fhings, and laid unto him: Str Ning, pee ſhall habe 
Marre wtthout peace umto the ninch degree, and pee ſhall be 
in ſubiect ion unto yur Enemies, aud pee ſhau have great need 
of god Cettell. And ſince fhat time all fhe Kings of Armony 
— been in Marre, and needy, and under Tribute of the Da» 
raus. 
Alſo a pooze mans ſonne who watched on a time, acked of 
fps Lady fþat he might grow rich and happy by 9 
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and fþe Lady granted him, but ſhæ ſaid to him that he had asked 
his undomg, foz great pzide that hee ſhould have thereof. And 
this man became ſo great a Pe: chant boch by Sea and Lano, 
that bee was ſo rich that bee knew not fþe fponſand part of bis 


ods. 
; Alſo a Knight of ſbe Templers watched likewiſe, amd when 
her had done, be deſired to habe a Purſe full of Gold, and 
whatfoeber hee tok ſbereof it ſhould eder be full againe : 
and ſhe granted it him, bat ſheÞ told him fhat he had deſired his 
deſtruction, by ſhe great miſpending ſhat he ſhould habe of the - 
ſame {Purſe, and ſo it befell. But he& that ſhall watch hath 
great ned to kep him from lip: foz if bee lip bee ts loft, 
ſo hat he ſhall never be ſ&n after. But fþ1s is not fþe right 
Wap, but foz a marbaile. 8 
From Topaſond men goe to great Armonp to ſhe City 
Artyzon , which afozetime was a faire City, but the Turks 
have fo deffroped it, fhat there neither groweth Mine noz 
Fruit, From Artp20n, men goe to the Pill Sabiſſocau, aus 
re near is another Hill called Arah , but the Jews call it 
hano, where the Ark of Noah reftedafter ſhe Deluge , aud 
on that Hill a man map ſ& verp farre in cleare weather, foz 
che Hill is full ſeven miles ol heigfh ; and ſome ſap they have 
ben there and put their fingers in the holes where fþe Fiend 
went out, when Noahſaid in ſhis manner, Benędicite. But 3 
judge that foz Snow chat is alwapes upon that Mill, both 
Winter m Summer, no man hath ever gone up fince 
Noah was fhere : but only one is ſald to have ben thee, who 
bzought a Plank fhat pet is in ſhe Abbep at ſhe Þfilfof , foz 
he had great deſire to go upon that Hill, aud when hee was at 
the (bird part upward, be was lo wearp ſhat be might not goe 
furfher, and be reſted him and llept, and wheu be was awake,

CHAP, XLIX, 
Of the Countrey of 704, and of the Kingdom 
of Chalde. 


N che other ſide of ſhe City of Carnaa, men 
enter into the Land of ſob, that is a good 

land furniſhed with plentp of all fruits, and 
it is alſo called Swere. Ap this Land is the 
Citp of Thomar. This [ob was a Panim, 
aud alſo he was Cofraas Son, and he held 
hat Land as ſhe P3ince thereof, and he was 
ſo rich that he knew not the hundze d part of 
his gods: and after his poverty God made him richer then 
ever he was befoze, ſo ſhat he was King of IAdumea after the 
death of King Eſau , aud when be was King be was called 
Toab,and in that Kingdom be lived an hundzed tb2xſcoze and 
ten pcers, ſo fhat when he dyed he was two hundzed fozty 
aud cight peers old. And tn chat Laud of lob is no want of 
any thing chat ts n&dfull foz mans body. There are Mills 
where men finde Panna, which Panna fs calied Angels 
Bead, it is white of colour, aud much (weter then Sugar 
oz Honey, and it commeth of the dew of Hesven that falleth 
on the herbes, and there it congealeth and waxeth white, and 
it is uſed in medicines fo2 rich men. 


This Land boundeth on the Land of Chalde, which is a great 


Land, and there the men are very faire, and well apparelled, 
as with Cloth of Gold beſet with cofflp Pearls ano many 
ober precious Stones. The women are but hard favoured and 
go bue fot, and weanly clad, with a wide aud courſe Coat, 
butſs ſhozt (hat it ſcarce covers ſheir knees, ſpeir lz ves are 
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long, down to the fot: fþep have long black hair hanging 
about fhetr ſhoulders, aud are nofhfng lovely to look upon, but 
A had beſt ſap no moze, fo2 J am afraid AI ſhall get ſmall 
fpanks foz mp pꝛapſing of fyem. In this Land of Chalde afoze- 
aid is a Citp called Pur, ano in that City was Abraham the 


Patriark boꝛn. 
- CHAP. I. 
Of rhe Kingdom of Amazony,where dwell none but 
Women. 


, Eare che Land of Chalde is che Land of Amazonp, 
wheretn dwell no men, but all women, as men 
ſap, m fhep will ſuffer no man to libe among 
them, noz to habe rule ober them. Foz afozetime 
chere was a King and men dwelling in fhat mo, 
and fhep had wibes as in other Countreys. Now it befell 
tat the King had great Marre with the men of Sptbp , 
fpis Bing was called Colopius, and h& was (lain in 
Battell aud aul the Nobles of his Land. When the Nugn 
and the other Ladte; of the Land heard that the King and 
the Lozds were ſlain, they gathered them together and kil⸗ 
led all the men that were left in their Wand among fyem. 
And when they will have any men to lie by them, tyey ſend foꝛ 
chem into a Countrey that is _ fpeir Land, and the men 
2 
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tome aud tap fhere eight dapes, oz as the women likeſh, and 
th:ngo thep = : and tf they habe men childzen fhey ſend 
fyem to ipcic Fathers when fpep can eat and go, if ſhey habe 
mafd-childzen fhey keep them: audif fhep be of Noble blaod 
they burn fhe left Pap away , foz bearing of a Shield, aus 
if thep be of baſer degree, hey burn tho right Pap away foz 
Goting. Foz the women of that Countrep are good Marti⸗ 
sur s, and are often in pap with other Lozds , and the Anne 
of chat L and goberneth well the Land: this Land is inbir oned 
with water. Beſide Amazonp, is the Land of Termagufe,fbat 
is a god Land & p2ofifable, aud foz the goodneffe of (hat I. aus 
K+ Alexander did make a City there, and led it Alexandria.

tall: and alſo fpe Rock of Adamant in be Sea. And 
upon other Mils are Diamonds found chat are as great as 
Pazell Nufs, which are (quire , aud pointed of fþetr own 
Rinde, and fhey grow two togefher, male ant female, and are 
nouriſhed with the Dew of Þcaven , aus fpep engender com- 
monlp and b2ing forth other ſmali ones, which encreaſe and 
grow all ſhe pear. J have many times trped,fhat if a man kep 
them with a little of the Nock, and wet them often wifh 
the Dew, thep will grow every pear , aud the ſmall will was 
great: and if a man doe beare tyat Diamond on his left ſive, 
then it is of moze bertue, foz ſhe ſtrengch ol their ä 
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to ward fhe Noztb,that is, on the left fide as men of thoſe Com 
treys ſay, To him that beareth tye Diamond with him, it gt- 
beth hardinefe, it k&petb ſbe lims of the body, it alſo giveth 
a man victory ober his Enemies if his cauſe be right, ano it 
kepeth him chat beareth it in god tempec,free from ffrife,riot, 
ill Dꝛeams, Soꝛceries aud Enchantmentg. Mozeober no wilde 
beaſt ſhall aſlaile oz my way hurt them. This Diamond ſhould 
be neither bought noz (old, but given frely,foz then it ts of moſt 
bertue. Jt healeth fþe Lunatick, and bim chat is poſſeſſed 
with a Devill: aud as ſon as any Uenime'oz Popſon is 
b2ought nter ts the Diamond, it moiſtneth. aud begins to ſweat, 
And men may ealily poliſh them, though ſome think ſhey map 
not be poliſhed, and men map alſap them well in chis manner: 
firſt cut them on pꝛecious Stones, Saphers, oz upon Chzt- 
fall, and thin take a Stone that is called Adamant, and lap a 
—— befoz that Adamant, and if fe Diamond be god ano of 

ertue, the Adamant dzaweth not the Needle to it, whiles the 
Diamond is there. And this is the pꝛoof ſhat tyep make be- 
pond the Dea. But it <ancefh ſometime chat the god Dia⸗ 
mond loſeth the ver tue fþ2o0ugh him fhat beareth it, and there - 
foze it is nedfull foz to make it recover the bertue again, oz 
Liſe it is of little value.

{wifter en any oſher Planet doch. 

Alſo men pale ſhꝛough Jnds to many Countreps by Sea, 
And chen bey come to the Jle of Hermes, where Per⸗ 
chants of Aenice, and of Gene, and of divers ofher parts of 
ChziTendoms come ta bup ſheir at chandiſe. And it ts ſo 
warme there in chat Ile that mens members hang downe to 
tyctr thanks, foz fþe great diſſolbing of the Body.

Fo2 there was a wicked — 
dur that was of Pop, and was called Saures, aud he purſued 
ſometime the Chꝛiſtian men ts deſtroy them, and did make 
them do ſacrifice to his falſe gods, foz in that Countrie dwelled 
manie Chꝛiſtian men, the which left alltheir Gods and Cats 
ti l, and Utches,andwent to Gꝛece, and when they were all in 
a great Plain that is called Pecon, the Emperour & hits men 
came toflay the Chꝛiſtian men, and then the Chaiſtian men 
kneleddown and pꝛaiedto God, & anene came a thick Cloud

New A 
Wall tell of ſame Lands, Countries, and Iles 
that are beyond the Land of Cathay. Aha 
ſo goeth from Cathay to Inde the. Digb and the 
Low, be all go tbzvugh a Kingdom that men cali Caiſſen, 
andit isa great Land: there groweth a manner of Fruit as 
it were Gourds, and when it is ripe, men cut it under, and 
they findtherem a Beaſt as it wers of fleſh, bene and bloud, 
as it were a little Lamb without wol, and men eat the Beaſt 
and Fruit alſo, and ſure it ſemeth very ſtrange. Nevertheleſs, 
A ſatd to them, Chat J held that foz no marvel, foꝛ I ſaid that 
in my Comtry are Trees that bear Fruit that become Bires 
fing, and tber are god to est, and that that talicth on the 
Mater liveth , and that that faliefh en ttc Carthdicth : 
and they marvelled much thereat. In this Land, andmany 
other thereabout, are Tres that bear Cloves, and Nut- 
megs, and Pace, and many other Spices, and there be 
Aines that bear ſo great & zapes that a ſtrong man ſhall hare 
eneugh to bear a Cluſter of - Gzarcs. In that ſame 
Laadare the Bills of Caſpy that men call Aber, anden- 
cloled uy Hills are mor Hons of _ kinds, — 
men og and Magog, and they may come on no de. 
. with their Folk, that dwel- 
tedbetweathe Yills of Syche: and King Alexander chaſed 
them thither among thoſe Bills, foz be trulfed ta have cncto- 

> working men, but be not, 
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a Lito de un not z: þe pzayed to God khat he

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would fulfil that wbich he had begun: God heard his Pꝛaper, 
end enclofed the Bills all about them but at the one ſide, and 
there is the Sea of Caſpy. Mere ſome men might ask if there 
be a Sea on one ſide, why go they not out there: thereto an⸗ 
ſwer J, That although it be called a Sea, it is not a Sea, but 
a Pole ſtanding among Mills, t it is the greateſt Pole of all 
the Moꝛld, x thongh they go over that Pole, yet they wot not 
where to arrive, foꝛ they can ſpeaknoſpech but their own: & 
re ſhall underſtand that theſe Fewes which dwell among the 
Hills have noL aw among them, and pet they pay Tribute fo: 
their Land fo the Bings of Armeny : & ſometime it is ſo that 
ſome of thole Jewes go over the Hills, but many map not 
paſſe there together foz the Hills are ſo great and high, Ne- 
vertheleſs, men (ay in that Count rp thereby that in the 
time of Ankichriſt they ſhall do much harm to;Chriſtian 
men. and thereſoze all the Jewes that dwell in divers parts 
of the NToꝛld learn fo2 to ſpcak Hebꝛe w: foz they hops that 
theſe n dwell among the Bills afozeſaid, (all come

| In this Kingdom arc manie great Jles & large, 
" fo: the Land or Inde is partedinto Jles,becanſe of great Rivers 
that come out of Paradiſe: and alſoin the Sea are maniegreat 
"Iles. Lhe belt Citie that is in the Ale of Pantrozs is called 
Nile, that is à noble Citie x a rich. Preſter Iohn hath under him 
manie Kings, and divers L 02ds, and his Land is god and 
rich, but not ſo richasthe Land ef the great Caane, fo2 Mer⸗ 
chants come not ſo much thither as they do into the Land ot 
the great Caane, fo2 it is too long a Journey. And alſo they

In this Countrep is little Wheat oz Barley, + 
therefoze they eat Ntce, Milk, and Chaſe, and other Fruits. 
This Emperour Preſter John, TWeddeky commanly the 
Daughter of the great Caane, and the great Cane his Daugh- 
ter.

Vis Emperour Prefter Iohn, is Chꝛiſfned, and 
a great part ef his L and alſo, but they habe not

well in tbe Father, the Son, and the Yolp 
= © bolt, and they are very devout, and true one 
* foanother, andthepmakeno foꝛce of Cattel. 
1 And he hath under him 72. P2ovinces and 
Countries , and in each one is a Bing, and thoſe Kings have 
other Kings under them. And in this Land are many Par⸗ 
vels; lo; in this Land is a G2avelly Sea that is of Sand and 
Gzavel and no dꝛop of water, and it ebbeth and floweth with 
very great A ves as another Sea doth, and it is never ſtand - 

ing fill, and never in reſt. and no man can paſs to the Land 


beyond it. And although there be no Water in the eg, ret

men map finde therein verygod Fiſh , and of ofher faſhion 
and ape than d re inanrother Sea; and allo they are of a 
very goed teſte, andſwort, and god focat. Andthier dayes 
f:urnep from that Sea are many great Hills, thꝛouah which 
runncth a great Flond that commeth from Paradiſe, and 
it is fuli of pꝛecitus Stones and yo dꝛop of water, and it run⸗ 
p:th with great Waves into the Gꝛavelly Sea: and this 
Ficad runnetd th2ox dayes in the week ſo faſt, that if carricth 
great Stones ot tge Reck with it that make much noyſe , and 
as (wn as they come into the G2avelly Sea they are no moꝛe 
ſren: and int hole th: dayes, when it runneth thus, no man 
dare come in it; but the other dar es men go therein when they 
will. And lo beyond that Fond toward the Wilderneſs 
isa great Plain among Bills all ſandy and gravelly, and 
inthat Plim grow Trees, thitat the riſing of the Sun each 
day, begin togrow, and ſo grow they till mid-day, and bear 
Fruit; bat nv man dare eat of that Fruit, fo2 it is a manner 
of Iron, and after mid⸗dap it turneth again to the earth, ſo 
that ix. hen the dun goe'h down it is nothing ſeen, and ſo voth 
it every day: And there is in this Wilderneſs many wild 
men with Yozns on their Beats, verp bideons, andthepſpeak 
not, but rout as Swine : And in that Tountrey are many 
opinfoys, that they call in thcir X anguage Piſtar, and they 
peak th2cngh their own kind, partly as a man, and thoſethat 
ſpeak well, have long Tongues and large, and on every fot 
five Toes; but there are ſome that have but thzee Toes, but 
thoſe ſpeak not, oz very ill.

Sen is there another Ile that is called Synople,

that Jland came King Alexander, and when he ſaw their god 
Faith and Truth andtheir god Beliefe, he ſaid that he world 
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do them no harm, and bade them ack of him Riches, oꝛ anie 
thingelie,and they ſhoult have it. And they anſwered, that they 
had Riches enough when they have meat and dꝛink to ſuſtain 
ſheir bodies; and they laid allo, That Riches of this wozld is 
nougdt wozth ; but it᷑ it wer e ſo thathemight grant them, that 
they cheuld never die, that would they pzay him. And Alexan- 
der laid, Tbat might he not do, fo2 he was moztal and ſhould 
die as they ſhould. Then faid they, Why art thou fo pʒoud and 
weuldeſt win all the wozlo, and have it in ſubjecion, as it 
were a Gcd, and halt no term of the life, and then wilt have 
all Riches of the Tozld, the which hall fozſake thee, v2 thou 
fozſake them, and go ſhalt bear nothing with ther, but it hall 
remain do others, but as thou wert bon naked, ſo ſhalt thou 
be donein Earth? And Alexander was greatlieaſſonied at this 
ſpeech. And though it be ſo that ther $ave not the Articles of 
our Fatth,neverthelc(s I believe that God Uketh their ſervice 
as he did of lob, that wasa Panim, the which be held foz his 
true ſervant, and many cther. A belicbe verilie that God los 
veth all tho e that love dim, and ſerve him mecklie and trulie, 
and that deſpiſe the vain-glozie of the Wozlo, as theſe men 
do, and as lob did: and therefoze ſaid our Lo2d, th2ongh the 
mouth of the holie P: t Eſay, Ponam eis multiplices leges 
meas, that is to ſay, I ſhall put Laws to them in manie man- 
ners: And the Golpel ſaith thus, Alias oves habeo, quæ non 
ſunt ex hoc ov1!i, that is, A have other ſhe&p that are not of this 
fold: x thercto accozdeth the Ai un that V. Peter ſaw at Jop- 
pa, how the Angel came from Heaven, and | 

all manner of Beaſts, as Serpents, and divers Fowles, ſay- 
ing to . Peter, Take and eat: and S. eter an{wered, J nes 
vet eat ofanie untlean Beaſt: and the Augel ſaid to him, Non 
dicas immunda quz Deus mundavit. That is to ſay, Call 
thou not thoſe things unclean that God hath clenſed. This 
was done in token, that men ſhould not have ante man in diſ⸗ 
vain foz their divers Laws, foz we wot not whom God loveth, 


and whom God hateth. |

quick: and he had in his Garden all 199 that might be to 
mans ſolace and Comfozt : Ye had allo in that Garden 
6—— = the faireſt that he might 
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kind. and men childꝛen of ke ſame age, and they were clothed 
with Cloth of Gold, and he ſaid that they were gdngele, and 
hecau'edto be made certain Bulls, and encloſed them abcnt 
with pꝛetious Stones of Jafper and Chiſtal, aud with Gold 
and Pearle, and other manner of Stones, and he made a 
Conduit under the Carth,fo that when he would, the TWells 
ran ſometime with Pilk, ſometime with ine. and ſome⸗ 
time Boney: andthis place he called Paradiſe, and when anio 
young Batedeler of the Countrie, Nnight, o2 Squire, come

And then this man dis make theſe men Dꝛink a manner of 
Daink by which they were D2unken, and he ſaid fo them, If 
they would die fo2 his ſake, when they were dead they ſhould 
come to dis Paradiſe, and they ſhould be of the age of thoſe 
Paidens, and ſhould dwell alwate with them, and he would

In this Aalley is much Gold and Silver, whereof manie 
Chilttan men, and other, go thither foz deſire of th..t Gold 
and Silver, but few of them come out again, fo2 thep are 
anone ſtrangled with Divels : And tn the middeſt of that 
Uallep, on a Rock, is a Aiſage, and the head of a Fiend 
bodily very hideous and dꝛeadful to ſ&, and there is nothing 
ſen but the Head and the Shoulders, but there is no Thaillt- 
an man, oꝛ ether in the wozld ſo hardie, but that he would 
be greatlp afraid to behold if, fox he beholdeth each man ſo 
Garply, and his epes are ſo ſtar ing, and ſparkling as fire, 
and he changeth ſo often his countenance, that no man dare 
come near fo: all the Mold: and out of his Noſe cometh 
great plentie of fire, ot divers colours, and ſametime is the fre 
ſo ſtinking, that no man mayſuffer it; but alway a god Chꝛi⸗ 
fftan man, and one that is ſtedlaſt in the Faith, may gothereto 
without harm, if they call to God, only, fo2 fozgiveneſs of 
their Sins, then (hall the Devils have no power over them. 
And pe ſhall under ſtand that when my Fellows and J were 
in that Ualley, we had very great doubt if we ſhouldputenr 
Wodtes in a venture to go thzoughit, andſomeof mp Fellows 
agrc&d thereto, andſome would not; and there were in our 
C<mpante two Fryers minours of Linnbardie, who ſaid, ar 
ante of us would go in, they would alſo : As they dad ſaid ſo,

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makeonr Pꝛapers to God foꝛ our ſafegard, and ſa we went in 
14 men, ⁊ when ve came ont we were but 10, | we wiſt not 
whether thoſe 4 were loſt there, 02 whether they turnedagain, 
but we ſaw them no moꝛe: other of our compante who would 
not go in with us, went about another wav fo2 fo be befoꝛe ns, 
and ſo they were, but we went th2onah the Ualltey, x ſaw there 
manie ſtrange things. as Sold, Silver. pꝛecious Stones and 
Jewels. great plentie as we thougit, whether they were ſo o: 
no I know not, fo: Divels are ſo ſubtil t falle, that they make 
manie times a tting to ſeem that it is not, ſoꝛ to decei be men, c 
thcrefoze would touch nothing fo2 fear ofenemies that Jſaw 
therc.in mante likeneſſes, ſome of dead bodies, that I ſawite in 
the Talley, but I dare not ar that they were all bodies, but 
they wert vodily ſhapes though making of Devils, ⁊ we were 
often thzown down to the earth by wind, thunder, and fempeſt, 
but Cod helped us alway, andlo palſed we thzongh that Ualley 
without peril oz harm, thanks de to God,
